Also to be submitted are arti- 
cles to delete Section III-1-B5 of 
the Zoning By Law. having to do 
with club-houses in residential 
areas: a new subsection of 1-2-D 
to be numbered D5. which would 
rule that High Density Zoning 
Districts must be contiguous to 
General Business or Industrial 
Districts. 

Another article will ask that 
Section V-1 of the Zoning By- 
Law be amended so that all Gen- 
eral Business Disiricts will have 
the same rules. as for lot size.

Superintendent of Schools Walter Pierce is preparing a report to the School 
Comittee, for tonight's meeting, which will recommend that the town con- 
struct an addition to the present High School, rather than construct a new 


building. 


The report is to be circulated among the members of the “Ad Hoc” com- 
mittee before being made public in the School Committee meeting tonight. 
The Ad Hoc Committee, which has been meeting about twice a week since 
last December, wishes to read over the report, before the School Commit- 
tee and the public gets the opportunity. 


‘The report. it is understood, will 
recommend that the town follow 
the recommendations of the Hill 
Report. made a year or so ago. 
and add thirty rooms to the pre- 
sent school building. rather than 
erect a new building. It is said 
that the Ad Hoc Committee found 


that this would save the town about 
two million dollars over the cost 
of a new high school. 

The Hill Report also recom: 
mended that there be erected a 
new Field House for athletic con- 
tests. but this. it is said, the 
Ad Hoc Committee feels should 


be decided by the town 

Whether or not Mr. Pierce will 
say something in the report about 
the possibility of an extended 
school year is not known. It is 
understood that the study is not 
complete, and will not be until 
next October.

The New Light Bills 


Mrs. Diane Fielding of Hopkins Street, who was the subject 
of astory in the Town Crier last week, is getting copies 

of some light bills from interested homeowners of Wilming- 
ton. They make interesting reading, even though there is 
some possibility of being another side of the picture - i.e 


new electric fixtures, ete. 


Mrs. Walter Bristol, 399 Shaw- 
sheen Avenue writes that her 
meter is seven feet above the 
ground and thinks there may have 
been errors in the reading 

“During one conversation con- 
cerning’ our last bill the lady I 
spoke with said it was decided 
that the bill we received for 9/28 
to 11/20 was too low o they 
added some to the present bill 
for 01/20 to 03/18. In that way 
this was done was never made 
clear. To date we have received 
only a standard form of letter 
giving us only sympathy with no 
action. The problem still re- 
mains and we are at a loss to 
know what to do about this exces- 
sive amount in charges 

Mrs, Bristol's last three bills 
are: $42.70, $102.84 and $93.41 
respectively 

Mrs, Dana Sullivan of 20 Fred: 
erick Drive must have had some- 
one with a sense of humor in the 
oReading office - or a sense of 
the macabre. She was told. she 
says, that her bill was too big to 
get in the mail ! 

“My last January bill was for 
1216 KWH. Last March the bill 
was $29.45 using 1246 KWH. This 
January the bill was $36.44 using 
1241. KWH. My March bill was 
never sent because they told me 
it was too big to send in the mail 

“There must be something 
wrong, It should be somewhat 
larger because we put in a small 
heater on the porch using 200 
watts. but it shouldn't be so big 
they couldn't send it. We are 
very upset and concerned about 
this matter’ 

Frank Yentile of Lowell Street 
has had the kilowatt hours double 
that of the previous two months 
and he can't understand why 


On 1/13/1, the meter reading 
was for 715 KWH, in 62 days 
‘The next reading. on 3/10/71, a 
total of 36 days, was for 1459 
KWH. This. he points out, is 
more than double the usage. with 
six less days. “I have not added 
anything in the house that would 
add on any increase, The only 
things we use electricity for are 
Refrigerator, Television, Wash- 
ing Machine, Lights, and once in 
a while power tools. Also, during 
this period my wife was in the 
hospital for two weeks" 

“checked with Mr. March at 
the Reading Light. He checked 
back on my bills for the past 
twenty years in the same house 
He could not find any bill in that 
period that either increased or 
decreased more than 200 KWH 
He agreed with me that there 
shouldn't be such an increase in 
KWH for the utilities that we use 
but he could not change the bill 
This would have to be done by the 
Board of Directors of the DPU 
A test was made on my meter 
which took less than five minutes 
I was told the meter was all 
right 

Mr. and Mrs. Ronald Heymann 
of 3 Columbia Street have factual 
ly broken their bills down to a 
cost-pe basis. This shows 
that. in the same period (Jan. to 
March) the bill increased from 44 
cents a day in 1970 to $1.34 in 
1971. They say they added no new 
appliances. nor did they ra 
cally change their use of electri- 
city 

Lois Lautz of Kelley Road finds 
that her electric light has doubled. 
going from $37.60 for 67 days to 
$63.82 for 54 days, or, as she 
says. from 57 cents per dav to 
$1.19 a day Nothing new 
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Carl Davidson, 57 Salem Street 
His bill for the period ending 
$31-70 was $47.95: his bill for 
the period ending 331-71 was 
$96.69, 

He has five people living in his 
house. and-figures the bill should 
be $35.00 without surcharges 

Mrs. Charles Glavin, 5 Salem 
Street had her bill jump from 
$38.54 to $71.43. She reports 
that the family added a 13 cubic 
foot freezer that is not frost 
free, in October. and that it 
should show very little difference 
in the two bills. She feels that the 
bill should be $35.00 with sur- 
charges. or $30.00 without: sur- 
charges 

Mrs. Mary Kelly of 20 Chapman 
Avenue has some bills worthy of 
comment. Her January through 
March 1971 bill was $37.88, and 
she compares this to her January 
through March 1970 bill, which 
was. $19.45, which is just about 
the lowest this paper has heard of. 

Mr. Fielding told the Town 
Crier that she had one report that 
was “laughable”. A lady told her 
that the electric hot water heater 
was held responsible for the in- 
crease. by Reading Light. She 
had not used the hot water for 
three years. 

Last week the Selectmen of Wil- 
mington told Mrs. Fielding that 
they were behind her. and as long 
as she got the information. she 
would follow it through. The in- 
formation she needs, she says. 
for the Selectmen and the DPU 
is letters. She has received 300 
phone calls, but only 30 letters. 

Not every home owner in Wil- 
mington is affected by this in- 
crease Mrs. Fielding savs. 

Many got lower bills. and some 
got lower than normal. Some of 
those whose bills were lower than 
normal had a lot of Christmas 
lighting. ‘The excuse given by the 
light company does not hold water 
that is. that the winter was so 
bad. ‘There is something else 
definitely wrong, that needs in 
vestigation by the DPU or the 
Attorney General's office

The Liberty Tree and 
the Liberty Pole 


Reading through chronicles of 
Colonial times in America, one 
comes across the Colonists re- 
ferring to Liberty Trees and 
raising Liberty Poles in various 
towns. These were symbols of 
Liberty before which Sons of 
Liberty assembled and “pledged 
their fortunes and sacred honors 
in the cause of Liberty 

The most famous Liberty Tree 
was an Elm which stood at what 
is now the intersection of Wash- 
ington and Essex Sts. in Boston 
It is no longer standing as the 
British cut it down in 1775 and 
made 14 cords of firewood from 
it 

In November of 1766 a royal 
tax stamp distributor was hung in 
effigy by irate Boston citizens 
from the tree, He received an 
invitation in December from the 
Boston Sons of Liberty to appear 
under the Liberty Tree to resign 
his office. He did not choose to 
do 50. 

In March of 1768, 2 effigies re- 
presenting customs inspectors 
were hung from the old tree. Bri- 
tish regulars cut them down to 
boos and catcalls. The same 
evening 800 protestors gathered 
at the tree to sing songs, drink 
toasts and make a great noise 
and hallo. 

Signs were put up from time to 
time on the tree defaming British 
officials. At one time a small 
detachment of regulars tried to 
remove a sign only to be thorough- 
ly mauled by an angry crowd 

The Liberty Tree of Boston 
evolved into the Liberty Pole in 
the rest of the Colonies. In a 
town in New Jersey. 92 Sons of 
Liberty raised a 45° pole and the 
town became known as Liberty 
Pole. New Jersey 

‘The most famous Liberty Pole 
was raised in New York City in 
1766 to celebrate the repeal of 
the Stamp Act. Although it had 
the grudging approval of the Roval 
Governor and was raised in har- 
mony. it soon became a thorn in 
the Crown Government. On 19 
February. 1766 British Regulars 
and New York Liberty Boys had 
a vicious fight around the pole. 

The raising of the Liberty Pole 
was an auspicious occasion in a

town. usually preceeded by a 
parade to the pole site. Fife and 
drum music was played and 
salvas of musketry were fired. 
Sometimes a member of the town 
would climb the pole to cap it, or 
place a red stocking cap on it 

During Colonial holidays and 
celebrations, dances were held 
around: the pole and they were 
used as May Poles during the 
May Day Festival. The area 
around the pole came to be called 
Liberty Fields, and almost every 
town in Massachusetts sported 
one. 

Later, as the poles became sym- 
bols of protest. British Troops 
sometimes made appearances to 
discourage the practice of rais- 
ing the pole. Many confrontations 
took place. but cooler heads pre- 
vailed and no shots were fired, 
or recorded. 

When the Sons of Liberty were 
formed into groups they wore red 
stocking caps with the word 
Liberty printed or woven on them 
This Liberty Cap was used to cap 
the Liberty Poles and became a 
secret signal, When Minute Men 
were formed from Malitia Com- 
panies, secret meeting places

were used to train them in the use 
of weapons etc...The only thing 
unknown was the time. It was 
finally acknowledged that any time 
a red stocking cap appeared on 
the Liberty Pole, each Minute 
Man would appear that night at 
the agreed area to train, It is 
interesting to note that the first 
thing the British Regulars did 
when they occupied Concord on 
the morning of April 19, 1775 was 
to send a detachment of troops 
up the hill overlooking the town 
to cut down the Liberty Pole lo- 
cated there 

After the Revolutionary War, the 
Liberty Pole symbol was discar- 
ded, and became just another 
Colonial legend associated with 
our past. Lately, however, with 
the rebirth of things Colonial, 
especially around Boston, the 
Liberty Poles are going up again 
to the “fife and drum music and 
sounds of musketry”. Bedford, 
Chelmsford, Cohcord, Lexington, 
are just a few of the towns which 
now proudly carry on the tradi- 
tion of Liberty Pole raising. not 
as a symbol of protest, but as 
just another link with our proud 
heritage.
